trucks were backed up for some dis­ 
tance awaiting a chance to cross, 
and Red air force bombers were 
blasting them in unending waves 
while Soviet fighters were In con­ 


stant clashes with Nazi fighters. 
Cutting through a massive curtain 
of German anti-aircraft fire. Rus­ 
sian bombers were reported to have 
destroyed two large crossings and 
damaged two others, then to have 
bombed Nazi engineers trying to 
repair the damage. 
At one point where the Germans 
crossed the water line 40 tanks ne­ 
gotiated the stream only to fail into 
a circle of Soviet artillery fire which 
smashed them. 
H ie Red air force 
was credited with destruction of 59 
more tanks and 72 troop and supply 
laden trucks. 
Russian troops were reported to 
have fallen back toward Voronezh 
in good order and removed the men­ 
ace of Nazi flank attacks. 
Voronezh lies IO miles east of the 
Don and on one of its major tribu­ 
taries, tile Voronezh river.

The weight and fierceness of H it­ 
ler’s m am m oth offensive against the 
Russians in the Kursk-Kharkov sec­ 
tor gave us blunt warning of the 
dangers which the Allies must su r­ 
mount during the next few crucial 
months 
It is. of course, a m atter of grave 
concern th a t the Nazis have blud­ 
geoned their way 120 miles eastward 
to the Don river, thus threatening 
the gateway to the Caucasus, 
But 
this great advance, which carries the 
invaders fifty miles deeper into flov- 
iet territory than they got in their 
all-out drive last year should cause 
neither surprise nor despair. 
C olnm l Force 
Hitler is flinging one million men 
—a colossal force—ag a I rust the Bol­ 
shevist positions in the valley of the 
upper Don 
He is making a whole­ 
sale sacrifice of life in an effort to 
wash out his past failures with the 
blood of G erm any's youth. 
Now when yon get that much pres­ 
sure. and 
th a t kind of pressure, 
thrown 
against 
any 
battle 
line, 
something has to break 
Man for 
man the Russians probably are bet­ 
ter fighters th an the Germans, but 
there s no such thing as an 
in­ 
vincible super-m an. 
We must ex­ 
pect Russian reverses during the 
furious fighting which is ahead of 
us. and it’s best that- we adjust our­ 
selves to th a t viewpoint. This rec­ 
ognition of facts shouldn’t blunt our 
belief th at the Allies will keep H it­ 
ler out of the Caucasus and the 
middle east for which he Is striv­ 
ing. 
Alms to Cut Supplies 
The H itlerian strategy is plain J 
enough 
His offensive is calculated 
(I) to sever Russia’s communications 
with the Caucasus, thereby cutting ; 
the Reds off from vital oil and food J 
supplies, and <2» to swing a great ! 
army across th e entrance to the 
Caucasian 
isthm us, ready for an 
assault southw ard to the oil fields 
and the m iddle east. 
Berlin already claims the capture 
of the city of Voronezh, an im por­ 
tant railway junction near the up­ 
per Don 
If this is true it would 
sever tile last m ain line between 
Moscow and Rostov—a hard blow to 
the Russians. 
Tile Nazi chief also j 
m ust envisage the capture of the 1 
big industrial city of Stalingrad on I 
the Volga and Astrakhan, winch lie 
near the m outh of the Volga on the i 
Caspian sea. 
Should fortune favor him to th a t 
extent he th en would be holding a 
line right across the top of the 
isthm us running between the Black 
and Caspian seas. 
But there his 
troubles would be only well under 
way, for In order to drive down 
through this isthm us he m ust force 
the lofty Caucasus m ountain range, 
which is one of the most formidable 
m ilitary barriers in the world. And 
south of those peaks he presumably 
would come up against American 
and British forces. 
Food Resource* 
There s 
another aspect 
of this 
situation which often Is overlooked, 
and this is th a t the northern Cau­ 
casus for which H itler is headed rep­ 
resents one of Russia’s principal 
food sources. 
Dr. 
Lazar 
Volin, 
specialist 
on 
eastern Europe for the United States 
Agricultural departm ent has describ­ 
ed this area as “one of the richest 
agricultural regions of the Soviet 
Union, nearly equal in size to Iowa 
and Nebraska combined." 
He has 
said th a t th e north Caucasus in ­ 
cludes about one fourth of the Rus­ 
sian w inter w heat acreage, one fifth 
of the total Russian barley acreage, 
forty per cent of the small Russian 
corn acreage, as well as tobacco, cot­ 
ton and oil seeds. 
Loss of this vast lood center would j 
create a grave problem for tile Sov­ 
iet. especially in view' of the occu- I 
pation of the Ukraine, long known j 
as Russia’s breadbasket. 
As long 
ago as last Septem ber when the 
Germ an had overrun much of the I 
Ukraine and were driving against | 
the Crimea. Dr. Volin suggested that 
the United States might have to 
provide food for Russia. 
Loss of 
the upper Caucasus naturally would 
increase the needs. 
So far as concerns the Nazi all 
highest, while he might deprive the
